SENATE PROCEEDINGS,

Anti-Trust Bill Discussed-<No FPneu-

matic Tabe Service.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 21.—-For nearly two
hours to-day the Benate had under discus-
& resolution by Mr. Jones, of Arkan-
to discharge the judiciary committee
from further consideration of the anti-trust
bill passed by the House at the last ses-
sion and to bring it before the Senate for
consideration. To some extent the merits

of the measure were discussed by Mr. Hoar,
chairman of the judiclary committee, Mr.
Platt, of Connecticut, Mr. Spooner, Mr.
lacon, Mr. Pettigrew, Mr. Teller and oth-
ers taking part in the debate. The ma-
jority maintalned that the House measure
clearly was unconstitutional. “they pro-
tested, too, agalnst taking up =0 great a
question in the closing hours of the sesslon.
The resolution finally went to the calen-
dar.

During the remainder of the afternoon
the postoffice appropriation bill was under
discussion. After a prolonged contest the
appropriation for pneumatic tube service
was eliminated entirely =o that as the
bill stands now the service will have to be
discontinued after the first of July next.
The ¢ld controversy over the special appro-
priations for fast mail service engaged at-
tention the rest of the day. It was declded
to begin holding night sessions to-morrow
night.

Vuring the debate on the anti-trust bill
Mr. Hoar said no senator on either side
would approve the House bill, He pointed
out that the most notorious and wicked
offender under the proposed law would
have only to get somebody to institute
against him a civil suit to go absolutely
free. He further directed attention to the
fact that the House bill contained a pro-
vision that no labor organization shoald
be llable to punlshiaent under the proposed
act. He had glven hearings, he said, to
labor organizations interested in promoting
this legislation. They had agreed with him
that his points against the House bill weruv
well taken. Thereupon he had prepared o
very carefully considered substitute for the
House bill. He would be glad to have It
taken up and passed. Personally, he said,
he would be delighted if the resolution of
Mr. Jones were adopted and the pending
measure thus brought before the Senate.
Then he would offer his substitute for the
House bill

Mr. Platt, of Connecticut, a member of
the judiclary committee, said that with only
elght working days of the session remain-
ing and many of the appropriation Dbills
vet undisposed of it would be impossible
to discuss properly what Congress =should
do with the trusts. “*It is a great question,”
said Mr. Platt. “Too large and momentous
a question to be used in the political game
of battiedore and shuttlecock, and that is
all there is to this. I feel that it is utter-
ly impossible to give this matter at this
session the consideration it deserves.'” He
was quite willing that congressional action
should be taken in proper restraint of great
monopolistic enterprises. He did not think
any lawyer in the Senate believed that the
provisions of the House bill were constitu-
tional, but it did not follow that some prop-
er and constitutional legislation could not
be enacted. It was manifest to him that
the only object in bringing forward the
pending re. Jlution at this time was to gain
some political advantage and was not

Among the twenty who sut
at the principal tables were General Mac-
Arthur, General Wheaton, General Bates,
Ceneral Young and the members of the
United States Philippines Commission.

President Tervera, who presided at the
banquet, said the Filipinos who had strug-
gled to secure freedom and true democracy,
such as only one nation could give them,
rejoiced to add to the American sentiment
another, namely, that Washington was first
ir the hearts of the Fillpinos. General
MacArthur, who eulogized Washington,
gald it was he who discovered the fact
that independent republicanism, without
stable institutions, could never be success-
ful. “Expansion must seize all nations,”
continued the governor general, “which
produce beyond their own wants. We have
come, not with menace, but with inspira-
tion, and hope to plant the republican gov-
ernment of personal liberty. Under the
American flag Injustice and oppression are
impossible.”

Attorney General Torres declared that
the goverrment founded by Washington
was worthy of the highest admiration of
the Fillpinos.,

Judge Taft, who was introduced as the
“ecarrier of peaceful government to the Phil-
ippines,"” llkened the resistance of the
American colonies to royal and patrician
oppression unto the resistance of the Fili-
pinos to similar injustice. He spoke elo-
quently and encouragingly regarding the
political and commercial future of the Phii-

CIVIL GOVERNMENT.

Judge Taft Mny Scon Be Chief Execun-
tive aof the Philippines.
WASHINGTON, Feb, 2l —According teo
the latest advices from the Philippine com-
mission the time for the esitablishment of
civil givernment in the Philppines is near
at hand. It s stated at the War Depart-
ment that the civil government will be es-
tablished as soon as Judge Taft reports
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such action. It is generally understood that
Judge Taft will be the first civil Governor
of the islands and that General Chaffee
will succeed General MacArthur in  com-
mand of the military forces to be retained
there to assist in the maintenance of order
and the enforcement of the laws., It is not
likely, however, that there will be any im-
mediate change in the military command
or that there will be any material reduc-
tion in the military strength for months to
come; The Philippine commission has
recommended the adoption of a tariff sys-
tem, and its report probably will be made
public In a few weeks in order that all
interests affected may be fully informed
and heard on the subject before the pro-
posed tariff is adopted and put into effect.

Dr. Mayo G, Smith, Mark Twain's “Doec-

tor"” in “Innocents Abroad.”™

COLORADO SPRINGS, Col., Feb. 21.—-D»
Mayo G. Smith, the companion and frieni
of “"Mark Twain,”” and inspiration of the
rovelist's “doctor” in *“‘Innocents Abroad,”
is dead at his residence in this city.

Dr. Smilh was born in Newburyport,
Mass., Aug. 19, 18516, He was one of the
first graduates of Oberlin College, and
was an Intimate friend of Horace Greeley,

starting in life as a preacher, and later as
the first reporter employed by Greeley on
the Tribune. He went to California in

1549, joined the regular army; later becanic
1'ch and traveled was “Mark Twain.” He
was master and part owner of the first
ship iha: sailed from San Francisco
Australia. Dr. Emith was the author of tweo
works on ether and chloroform, from ex-
periments he conducted. For several years
he gave his attention to medicine, and later
was associated with Morse In completing
the telegraph arnd constructing the first line
between Washington and Baltimore.

Stephen M. White, Ex-Senator.

States Senator Stephen M. White died at
his residence here to-day after a short ill-
ness from ulceration of the stomacn, Since
his retirement from the Urited States Sen-
ate, s=everal mounths ago, SBenator White
had been living in Los Angeles, attending
to his legal business.

NEARLY A BLOCK OF ATLANTA'S
WHOLESALE HOUSES BURNED.

Flames Spread by Explosions of 06}
and Molasses—"Tenderloin™ Dis-

The flames, fanned by &
high wind, sprecd to adjoining bulldings,
and were beyond control ol the department
fifteen minutes after the entire fire-fight-
ing force had been brought to the scene,
The firemen were hampered by insufficlens
water pressure, and were kept away from
the bulldings by ftrequent expiosions of
kerosene, molassca ana powder in the dif-
ferent establishments, The explo=ions sent
burning rafters In every direction and pers
ceptibly weunkened the fire walls In the
block, erecicd only four years ago. It was
noon before the flames were brought under
control, and the firemen did not leave the
scene untll to-night,

Three houses on Colling street—<the Ten-
derioin district—with thelr furnishings,
were destroyed, and the inmates driven
out, scantlly eclad, into a tempersture of
18 degrees, the coldest morning of the win-
ter.
